Then too, the soul may be stunt.- i 
by condlttôUs unfavorable to growth 
even as may the body. The primary 
requisite for spiritual development U 
freedom, with that realization of self- 
dependence which It engenders. And 
while it may be true that freedom to 
think does not necessarily involve 
freedom of thought. It removes a great 
Impediment to that result. 

The Anglo-Saxon race has been 
blessed with an Instinct for freedom. 
To a greater extent than any other 
modern race It has consistently safe- 
guarded liberty to think. If that lib- 
erty results In action detrimental to 
the public good the activity may be 
repressed; but the freedom Is not cur- 
tailed. The result is that the Anglo- 
Saxon has uniformly attained a more 
complete degree of self-expression 
than any other race. To he sure, the 
self he has to express may not be all- 
embracing. Artistically he was not as 
highly endowed by nature as were 
some other races: but While several 
of tho South-European nations had à 



wonderfully prolific period of artlstli.- 

productlon, the end came swiftly. 
Spiritually they suffered. In a greater 
or less degree, from a stoppage of 
speech which has left them still stut- 
tering. It Ib thus fundamentally right 
that the civilization of any country 
should be estimated according to tho 
extent to which the individual inhabl- 
taht has retained his intellectual In- 
dependence, rather than that It ahould 
be based upon past history or present 
prosperity. We In Canada are heirs 
of the Anglo-Saxon spiritual heritage. 
Let us look to It that we play not the 
part of Esau.

Without in any 'tvay-'tlesirhig to; rjisfouragc the efforts or 
minimize the accomplishments of the several musical clubs which 
have recently been re-organized and arc now started upon the 
cession's programme we can express it as our opinion that under 
the present maximum efficiency and hence maximum excellence 
cannot lie attained. There are notably three such organizations 
namely, the Orchestra, thc.Mandnlin Club and the Band. In our 
opinion these are of equal importance arid' ft is vital to the success 
of our social and athletic activities that these three institutions be 
maintained at the highest possible degree of efficiency. At prê- 
tent', however, each of these organizations is endeavoring by itself 
and through its own efforts alone to carry out the year's pro-; 
gramme as laid down, with the greatest fpo^siblc success. There 1 
is absolutely no co operation between thèm, although they arc in- 
disputably aiming at, what in the last analysis is practically the 
one and the same thing.

Tho "Financial Campaign" hnd reached 
such u high irtfttc of efficiency that 
speclnllsta who had spent years in thla 
now phraao at organization Were used 
during ttio Great War to direct vaut 
human machinery whereby hlthcrlo 
unthinkable arums were obtained with- 
in Incredible short periods of time. 
Many cxecuUvea of collège» and uni- 
versities have been quick to see the 
value of this scheme of securing finds 
so badly needed foN buildings and en- 
dowment. There !s no complete record 
of the millions contributed to the 
cause of education in this manner dur- 
ing the paat ten years. It excites no 
comment now for a 1 college to start a 
campaign for a million dollars from Its 
Alumni and friends generally. Harvard 
%nBTeraIty'lsTU»klng fifteen -million dol- 
lars from its Alumni and well-wishers 
In a highly organized canvass. Prince- 
ton Is seeking fourteen million dollars 
!n n somewhat similar campaign. 

Canadian Universities are keeping 
pace with theso latter day method*. 
Several years ago, McGill University 
aaked the people of< Montreal for an 
endowment fund of one rmMldn dol- 
lars. The response waa so generous 
thnt within a weok over one -million 
and a half had 4>een contributed. Short- 
ly after this Dalhouale University ani 
HaBfax needed buildings, nnd using 
the aame kind of organization, realiz- 
ed nearly a half million with Commlt- 
tccJt at work lag* than ten days. Hnll- 
gonlans responded generously nnd 
saorlflclally. Then Mt. Allison tried nn 
experiment. It Is located 1n a small 
place Sackvlllc, X. B. and Its appeal 
for a quarter million doUars endow- 
ment had to bo mnde throughout the 
Maritime Province. The short term 
method was adapted to a territorial 
eanvnss and with; amazing success. 
After a thorough preparation It waa 
carried on from the State of Maine line 
to tho shores of Cape flrcton, the fox 
industry of Prince Edward Island hav- 
ing an interesting and Important bear- 
ing upon the campaign.

Dear Slr,--To-day, as we all know, 
the Prince of Wales arrives at Mont- 
rial nnd would It not be fining for 
McGlll, Montreal's greatest Institution, 
lo give him the welcome he deserves? 

Is there not some way in which Mc- 
Glll can show her loyalty and welcome 
to her future king? If there Is would 
It be possible to carry out the plan and

Civilizations arose and flourished only 
to be overwhelmed by covetous strang- 
ers who had been jealously excluded 
in Ihc hour of prosperity, until fin- 
ally the flood ot barbarism which 
overwhelmed the classical world drove 
home the lesson that mankind as a 
whole Is the business ot the Individ- 
ual, and that the division between 
Greek and barbarian is Impossible. 
The significance of ChrlsUanlty la 
that In spite ot many befogging details 
It has never lost sight of that ono 
cardinal fact. Today, under tho com- 
bined teaching of fact, and theory, we 
are coming to realize that every ad- 
vance mado by a part entails a read- 
justment of tho whole. 

To Greece and Home was meted out 
the penalty due to thoao who will not 
serve. They withheld tho gifts of Ibe 
spirit, so they were overwhelmed by 
brute force. Such shreds, sad tatters 
of their former endowment as escaped 
the wreck served only às a cloak of 
authority for those who aimed to en- 
force alien doctrines. The new roas- 
ters of Europe realized their défic- 
iences and accepted without question 
the teaching of those who professed, to 
know. That independent Judgment 
Is the essence of culture was for a 
long ilme beyond their compréhension, 
but with the Renaissance came a more 
ready,- access to the Classical origi- 
nals; discoveries In every department 
ot intellectual activity stirred tho 
imagination, and the scientific spirit, 
which alms at truth Irrespective of 
opinion, was reawakened. 

But the centuries between tBe* fair 
of Rome and the 'Renaissance left a 
deep mark on European .habits of 
thought A tendency to regard tbo 
business of thinking as pertaining to 
only the few became deeply implanted, 
as did also the habit of mechanically 
conforming to conventions, laws and 
beliefs, y The Renaissance, marked the 
beginning of a reaction against that 
system, which has been steadily gath- 
ering force. Today Europe, or Greater 
Europe as It has now become, leads 
the world politically, socially and in- 
tellectually. In the spiritual sphere 
her progress has been no less real, 
but tho extent of ^tie advance is. not 
so clearly realized, 

We bear much at present about lay- 
ing the foundations of a new world- 
order. Tho foundations of any world- 
order are presumably the spiritual 
forces directing its activities. So it 
is a re-statement of man's spiritual 
attitude which Is demanded. Perhaps 
the reason why the change which has 
taken place is so vaguely understood 
is because man's accredited spiritual 
advisors arc for the most part those 
who are least capable of making such 
a re-statement. They, above all others, 
aro bound by the revelations, tradi- 
tions and infallibilities of bygone days. 
Vet after all the fundamental spiritual 
principle of the modern world is 
pretty simple. For the collective con- 
science, controlled by authority, has 
been substituted individual responsi- 
bility. Man* can no longer cast his 
spiritual burdens upon the I.oni or 
tho church or the king or even upon 
bis brother. His own soul Is the final 
court of appeal. 

It Is I bus of the utmost Importance 
to humanity that the individual soul 
should attain the fullest development. 
Spiritual activity Is essential for spir- 
itual health. The soul has certain 
definite functions to perform and un- 
less It performs those functions it 
dies as inevitably as does the body

According .to a statement from the 
Canadian fruit trade commissioner !n 
England there will be held under the 
auspices of the Hoyal Horticultural 
Society exhibitions of fruit of an 
Empire-wide character. The dote* will 
be March 9. 1920 for lale keeping apple* 
nnd pears, May Î4. early ripening ap- 
pies, pears, and bush fruits generally, 
nnd October 6, fruits of all TOnd*. 
There will be also a number of fort- 
nightly 1 shows during Jhc year In con- 
nection with these exhibitions. 

The secretnry of the Hoyal Horti- 
cultural Society has Issued the follow- 
Ing notice: At all exhibitions slmllur 
fruits grown In any part of the Km- 
-plre will bo welcomed. The Society's 
gold, silver, allver-gllt, nnd bronze 
TnedaU;'h'dw8\ l or. will be open to over- 
teas competitors. Spnco will be al- 
located to broad divisions of Hie 
Empire, auoh an Canada, In propor- 
tion to reoujrementa. nnd not to Indi- 
vidual diitrjoU. The schedule of the 
society spécifiée variotie* and quan- 
tities for the classes open to United 
Kingdom exhibitors, but for Empire 
exhibits the only requirements is thai 
the different varieties be named is 
known In country of origin. The three 
main shows will all . be hold In the 
society's hall at Vincent Squar.>, 
Weatmlnstor, but the question of hold- 
ing some of tho fortnightly shows in 
the provinces next year Is now undo.- 
consideration. Notice of intention 'o 
exhibit must be given at least 14 day* 
before the date fixed for the exhibition. 

It Is understood that the quiistion cf 
Canadian participation in these shows 
Is now under consideration by the 
fruit branch of tho Department of 
Agriculture, Oitawn, from whom fur- 
ther Information ' may bo obtained! 
Before the, war Canadian apple-grow- 
ers were successful In securing aevfial 
medal awards at the exhibitions held 
by the Royal Horticultural Society anJ 
the resulting publicity is of great value 
in adding to the prestige of tho apples 
on the British market.
